Rodeo needs a 
big vision

The 1958 Rodeo Finals poster newly hung on the 
wall of the beer gardens at the Didsbury ag society 
annual rodeo was a highlight of the weekend. 

The sense of history that the red, black and white 
icon with its drawing of a cowboy riding a bronco 
for the eight most dangerous seconds in sport is a 
symbol of rodeo’s past and its future. 

It brought to mind Ian Tyson’s wonderful song 
about a girl in love with a rodeo cowboy and wait¬ 
ing for him as he drives through the night to see her: 

He loves his damned old rodeo 

As much as he loves me, 

Someday soon, going with him 

Someday soon. 

Cowboy artist Charlie Russell called one of his 
short story collections Trails Ploughed Under, and 
rodeo is one of those western things that is associ¬ 
ated more often with nostalgia for the past than it is 
with the future. 

Rodeo hasn’t changed 
much since the 1958 poster. 

Rodeos depend on the 
young men and women who, 
in addition to taking physical 
risks and giving up the per¬ 
sonal comforts of a normal 
life, are willing to foot the 
bills. 

Rodeo cowboys and 
cowgirls are still the big¬ 
gest sponsors of the sport 
through the subsidies they 
pay to themselves every 
time they feed their animals, 
put gas in their trucks, feed 
themselves, buy equipment, and pay entry fees or 
medical expenses. 

Katy Lucas represents the New Frontier of Rodeo 
the title of her new documentary which aired last 
week on Red Deer’s Shaw Television channel and is 
posted on YouTube. 

Katy has the credentials to speak for the sport. 

She is a team roper, former Miss Rodeo Canada, 
Carstairs Rodeo Queen, Alberta High School Rodeo 
Queen, Miss Ponoka Stampede, rodeo and western 
horse journalist and daughter of Joe Lucas, the four¬ 
time Canadian Tie Down Roping Champion. 

In her documentary, Katy Lucas makes it clear 
that the sport needs a new breed of corporate spon¬ 
sors willing to invest in the process of building a fan 
base, getting the sport on television regularly and 
encouraging coverage in mainstream media. 

It needs new fans. 

It needs a new brand. 

On the same day I first saw Katy’s documentary, 

I sat in the Boyce Theatre on the Calgary Stampede 
grounds as former Saskatchewan newspaper ad 
salesman Ken King unveiled the vision of a billion- 
dollar sports complex in Calgary. 

“We are at the starting line,” King said. 

The facility would house a field house for CFL 
football, FIFA soccer, and an arena for NHL hockey. 
A community of condos and apartments for 50,000, 
restaurants, bars, hotels and green space would 
eventually surround it. 

No one knows if this will ever be built. 

But that hasn't stopped King and the owners of 
the sports empire he works for from dreaming big 
dreams.

Choosing who to vote for no easy task 


Damned if you do, damned if you don’t 

That pretty much sums up how I’m feel¬ 
ing about the coming election. 

Even less than I want to vote for the 
Harper Conservatives do I want to vote for 
a party that has not earned my vote. 

At this point, the Liberal sponsorship 
scandal should seem like paltry child’s 
play in comparison to the list of Harper’s 
malfeasance after a decade in power. 

Harper’s hypocrisy and flagrant double 
standards — passing massive omnibus 
bills that he once criticized the Liberals 
for doing and accusing Martin for not pro¬ 
viding straight answers, and then turning 
around and all but blocking out media, to 
name a couple — make it impossible for me to sup¬ 
port the Conservatives under his leadership. 

But the other parties have yet to sway me in their 
favour. The Green Party has good policies, albeit rath 
er narrow in scope, but it doesn’t have the resources 
or manpower to form an effective government. 

The NDP’s policies haven’t got me convinced, nor 
has the party’s leader Thomas Mulcair. During the 
Maclean’s leaders debate, his smile seemed to lack 
sincerity, although at least it didn’t come across as 
pained and forced as Harper’s awkward smile does. 


That leaves the Liberals, whose policies 
I’m not generally opposed to; however, 
Justin Trudeau’s decision to get in bed 
with the Conservatives to pass the ques¬ 
tionable anti-terror act leaves one wonder¬ 
ing why he’d work with the party that has 
made one of its missions to destroy the 
Liberals and thus what kind of deals he 
might make if in power. 

If only we had a candidate like U.S 
Senator Bemie Sanders — whose desire 
to restore the balance of power in politics 
between the one per cent and the rest 
of the people speaks loudly to me — the 
choice would be easy. 

Ideally, in a healthy democracy, a voter 
casts a ballot for a party or candidate he or she 
believes in, as opposed to voting for any party other 
than the one that has shown it is no longer fit to gov¬ 
ern. It’s what happened to the Liberals after the spon- 
sorslup scandal, and it's what happened to the Alberta 
Conservatives following their complacent rule that led 
Albertans to remind them who’s in charge. 

Still, with the longest election campaign in recent 
history ahead of us, perhaps one of the opposition 
parties will yet shine.

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Didsbury dreams 
launch political career

Childhood dreams of milking a 
difference in the big world beyond 
the small town of Didsbury are 
behind Nirmala Naidoo's second 
career in politics. 

After a 23-year career in tele¬ 
vision, including a stint as news 
anchor for Global Television in 
Calgary, Naidoo is the Liberal can¬ 
didate in the new federal riding of 
Calgary Rocky Ridge. 

She and her husband Jeff Phelps, 
and sons 11-year-old Jaidon and 
Hudson, 6, go door to door togeth¬ 
er in the summer with a team that 
often includes other children. 

“If you see a convoy of chil¬ 
dren and wagons on the streeet in 
Calgary-Rocky Ridge, it’s probably 
us,” said Naidoo. 

She has her campaign head¬ 
quarters at Symons Valley Ranch 
in north Calgary where Didsbury 
people once went for dances and 
parties before it was annexed into 
the city. 

Her family came to Didsbury in 
1967 after immigrating to Canada 
from South Africa, so that the chil¬ 
dren of teachers Larry and Pixie 
Naidoo could grow up in a nation 
without apartheid. 

Nirmala was the middle sibling 
of the East Indian family, between 
sister Indira, two years older than 
her, and brother Logendra who is 
six years younger. 

“My father decided that Canada 
had the values that he wanted to 
instill in his children more than any 
other country,” Naidoo said in an 
interview last week. 

The Naidoo family’s political 
heroes were South African dissi-

dents Mahatma Gandhi and Nelson 
Mandela, and Pixie went to school 
with Gandhi’s niece. 

“Didsbury, population 2,300, 
was a great place to grow up," 
said Naidoo. All the children in the 
family attended school from grades 
1 to 12 before the family moved on. 

“It was a place where we could 
be kids and not think about the 
issues of the world. 

“It was at a time when there was 
no cable and you weren’t bom¬ 
barded by media images,” said 
Naidoo. 

“But there were no minorities 
on television, which caused me to 
think - coming from South Africa 
where I couldn’t have been a visible 
minority journalist on television - 
about trying to make a difference 
by being one of the first minorities 
on television in Canada" 

Nirmala’s sister Indira felt the 
same way and has had a career in 
journalism and politics, too. 


She is now a provincial MPP 
in the Ontario legislature repre¬ 
senting the semi-rural Halt on rid¬ 
ing. 

“Didsbury allowed us to be kids 
when we wanted to be kids, but to 
dream about what we wanted to be 
when we went from a small town 
out into the big world,” recalled 
Naidoo. 

“And we dreamed big.” 

The biggest thing she brings back 
to Didsbury, said Naidoo, is that 
she doesn’t want its young people 
to ever feel they are being held 
back - not because they are over¬ 
weight or belong to another ethnic 
group or come from a poor family, 
and certainly not being held back 
because they come from a small 
town. 

Naidoo’s whole philosophy 
about not leaving anyone behind 
comes because resisting apartheid 
instilled in her from a young age 
that everyone matters. 

“We came from a place where not 
everyone mattered - because of 
skin colour or ethnic background. 

“I am in politics because I believe 
in equality for all and I am firm 
about the ‘everyone’ part. 

“If you believe in equality for all 
I’m your candidate, if you don’t 
believe in equality for all I’m prob¬ 
ably not.” 

One of the chief joys of her cam¬ 
paign is to meet young people who 
take elections and voting seriously. 

Nirmala asked a young man she 
met going door to door, “What 
do you think when people say 
this generation is not politically 
engaged?” 

He replied, “1 think that’s an opin¬ 
ion, not a fact, and I’m here to 
prove that."
